The  Stronger  our  faith — the  more  animatoii  i 
our  hope — the  more  enlarged  our  charity — the  i

This  desire  after  increase  of  spiritual  grace 
and  power  arises  from  the  spiritual  nature  of 
the  soul  ;  which  is  never  satisHcd  with  its  pre¬ 
sent  attainment,  but  in  every  faithful  servant 
of  the  Almighty  is,  and  will  he  through  all 
eternity,  in  a  state  of  continual  progress  and 
l>crfection.  We,  therefore,  with  great  proprie¬ 
ty  pray  for  an  increase  of  faith  which  will  not 
fail  us — of  hope,  which  will  not  deceive  us — 
and  of  charity  which  will  continue  with  us  for 
ever  ;  that  supported  by  faith,  under  every 
trial;  comforted  by  hope,  under  every  afflic¬ 
tion  ;  and  influenced  by  charity  to  live  in  per¬ 
fect  love  both  with  God  and  man,  our  conver¬ 
sation  even  here  may  be  in  heaven,  and  our 
whole  life  be  so  pure  and  holy,  just  and  good, 
that  “  loving  that  which  (Jod  doth  command, 
we  may  obtain  that  which  he  doth  promise  ; 
througli  .Icsiis  Christ  our  l.ord.” 

The  dictates  of  the  Spirit,  and  the  lusts  of 
the  flesh  arc  represented  by  St.  Haul,  in  the 
Kpistic,  as  *•  contrary  the  one  to  the  other  " 
if  the  former  prevail,  “  the  fruit  is”  those 
Christian  graces  and  virtues  enumerated  by 
the  apostle,  which  will  make  us  “  meet  to  be 
partakers  of  the  saints  in  light  ;”  if  the  latter, 
“its  works  arc"  that  catalogue  of  crimes  and 
vices  which  he  declares  will  exclude  those 
who  do  them  from  the  kingdom  of  (loil.  This 
opposition  of  the  flesh  to  the  Spirit,  and  the  pre¬ 
cepts  to  “  walk  in  the  spirit ”  not  to  quench 
or  grieve  the  Spirit with  others  of  a  similar 
nature  plainly  prove,  that  the  influence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  maybe  withstood  ;  and  that  it  rests 
with  ourselves  whether  we  will  obey  his  sug¬ 
gestions.  Even  St.  Paul  allowed  the  possibili¬ 
ty  of  having  received  the  grace  of  (ifwl  “  in 
vain  and  surely  the  same  possibility  must  be 
admitted  with  respect  to  all  other  ('hristians. 

How  closely  does  the  generality  of  the  world 
resemble  the  lepers,  described  in  the  gospel  : 
extremely  importunate  in  their  complaints  ; 
impatient  of  sorrow  and  distres.s  ;  and  when 
those  cries  for  ease  and  deliverance  have  pre¬ 
vailed,  equally  hardened  and  ungrateful.  How 
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I  often,  in  seasons  of  public  and  private  calami¬ 
ty,  in  concern  for  themselves,  or  for  some  very 
I  dear  to  them,  do  they  pour  out  their  hearts  be- 
j  fore  God,  and  shew  him  all  their  trouble  ; 

I  promising  that  if  he  would  vouchsafe  the  bless- 
I  iiig,  or  pardon  the  sin  which  wounded  their 
'  hearts,  they  would  never  forget  the  mighty 
,  mercy.  .And  yet  how  suddenly,  how  scandalous¬ 
ly,  have  his  gracious  condescensions,  and  tiieir 
most  solemn  vows  slipt  out  of  their  minds.  All 
of  us,  w  hen  w  e  read  this  passage,  stand  astonish¬ 
ed,  perhaps,  at  the  ingratitude  of  the  lepers. 
.And  yet  if  we  descend  into  our  own  hearts,  we 
must  be  conscious  that  they  might  say  to  each 
of  us,  “  Thou  art  the  man  ;”  nay,  worse  than 
the  worst  of  those  men,  whom  thou  blamest 
for  forgetting  one  mercy :  for  thou  hast  receiv¬ 
ed  numberless  and  most  signal  proofs  of  the 
divine  goodness,  and  no  day  passes  without  rc- 
fresliing  thy  memory  with  new  demonstrations 
of  it.

READINt;  THE  WORD  OF  GOD  l.N  CHURCHES. 

It  will  hardly  be  denied  that  it  is  the  impera¬ 
tive  duty  of  those  who  arc  blessed  with  a  rev¬ 
elation  from  God,  to  read  and  hear  it  with  re¬ 
verence  when  they  assemble  to  worship  him. 
This  is  a  plain  dictate  of  reason  and  religion. 

;  Hence,  the  Jews  read  Moses  and  the  proph- 
I  ets  in  their  synagogue  of  old  time”  as  recorded 
I  in  the  .Acts  ;  and  one  of  the  earliest  apologists 
j  for  the  primitive  Christians  informs  us  that  the 
prophets  and  apostles  were  read  in  suitable 
j  portions  in  their  congregations.  This  practice 
I  of  the  ancient  church  is  retained  to  more  pur¬ 
pose  in  our  own  than  in  any  other,  and  forms 
one  of  its  distinguishing  excellencies.  Of  the 
vast  importance  of  that  rich  infusion  of  Scrip¬ 
ture,  which  is  introduced  into  her  -public  ser¬ 
vices,  an  early  proof  is  cited  in  the  case  of  Cran- 
I  mer,  who  found  the  people  so  improved  by 
!  hearing  the  Epistles  and  Gospels  as  to  be 
brought  to  bear  the  alterations  which  he  had 
-  provided.  In  this  respect,  we  are  happily  re- 
^  moved  as  far  from  the  error  of  the  Romanists, 
by  whom  the  Scriptures  arc  read  “  in  a  tongue 
not  understanded  of  the  pc'ople,”  as  from  that 
of  the  Protestant  sects  who  seldom  or  never 
read  it  all.  This  open  neglect  of  the  Scri{>- 
tiires  indeed  is  one  of  the  many  errors  which 
the  Papists  and  Puritans  have  at  diflerent  times 
held  in  common  with  each  other  ;  and  goes 
some  way  to  elucidate  the  proposition  that  “ex¬ 
tremities  meet,  as  the  scholiast  proveth.”  In 
aiming  to  recede  to  the  exact  point  of  diame¬ 
trical  opposition,  men  arc  apt  to  push  things 
beyond  their  balance,  till,  like  reasoning  in  a 
circle,  they  return  to  the  same  point  from  which 
they  set  out.  Thus,  many  of  those  who  are  for¬ 
ward  to  reproach  our  church  with  an  undue  bias 
towards  Romanism,  seem  not  to  be  aware  that 
they  themselves  stand  with  the  Papists  on  the 
I  common  ground  of  neglecting  the  Scriptures  in 
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public  worship  ;  for  it  is  a  matter  of  no  less  as¬ 
tonishment  than  concern,  that  at  a  time  when 
the  whole  protestant  world  is  awake  to  the 
great  duty  of  making  every  human  being  ac¬ 
quainted  with  the  word  of  God,  in  a  vast  pro¬ 
portion  of  worshipping  assemblies,  this  word  of 
God  is  seldom  or  never  publicly  read  to  the 
congregation.  This  is  not  only  the  case  to  a 
great  extent  in  this  country,  but  throughout  re¬ 
formed  Christendom.  In  the  presbyterian 
church  of  Scotland,  the  pubUc  reading  of  Scrip¬ 
ture  is  entirely  omitted ;  and  it  is  observed  by 
the  authors  of  the  new  directory  for  the  non¬ 
conformists,  that  in  England  it  is  generally  ex¬ 
cluded  by  many  of  the  dissenting  denominations. 

“  Half  a  century  ago,”  say  they,  “  there  was 
scarcely  a  society  of  Independents  and  Baptists 
in  London,  where  the  reading  of  a  chapter  in 
the  Bible  would  be  tolerated  ;  and  in  most  of 
their  meetings  in  the  country,  (though  almost 
half  of  the  people  could  not  read,)  it  would 
have  been  considered  a  mark  of  heterodoxy 
for  a  minister  to  read  the  Bible  to  them !” 

“  In  the  church  of  Rome,"  says  a  sensible 
writer  in  the  Church  Register,  “  the  Holy 
Scriptures  are  not  read  (at  least  in  the  vulgar 
tongue.)  It  would  be  difficult  to  say  wherein 
some  Protestant  churches  differed  from  it  in 
this  respect.  And  although  very  lately  an  in¬ 
creased  attention  has  been  paid  by  some  to  the 
public  reading  of  the  word  of  God,  it  yet  re¬ 
mains  a  fair  question — what  body  of  Protest¬ 
ants  has  paid  $o  much  deference  to  the  revealed 
will  of  God  as  the  Episcopal  church  ?  None  of 
the  public  services  of  this  church  are  complete 
without  portions  of  the  holy  volume.  I  say 
por/iciix,  for  the  Old  and  New  Testaments 
always  contribute  to  her  prescribed  service  ; 
the  law,  the  prophets,  the  psalms,  the  gospels, 
and  epistles,  furnish  the  provision  with  which 
she  feeds  her  children  every  Lord’s  day.  This 
reading  of  the  truths  of  God  in  the  words 
which  the  Holy  .‘spirit  tcachctli,  is  (  I  regret 
that  it  is  so)  a  practice  almost  peculiar  to  the 
Episcopal  church.  Others  have  discovered 
reasons  why  it  is  not  necessary  to  read  the 
scriptures  in  the  congregation  ;  and  others 
may  think  that  one  chapter  or  less  is  equally  as 
good  as  larger  portions  Let  them  have  their 
way  ;  but  let  it  be  granted,  that  by  so  doing 
they  stand  in  a  very  important  particular  mucli 
nearer  to  the  church  of  Rome  than  the  Epis¬ 
copal  church.” 

There  is  at  this  day,  hardly  one  body  ot 
Christians  mthe  world,  who  do  not  use  in  part 
of  their  service,  if  not  throughout  it,  forms  of 
human  composition  ;  for  what  else  can  we  con¬ 
sider  the  hymns  which  are  sung  without  scru¬ 
ple  in  these  assemblies.  Yet  if  extemporary 
prayers  are  required,  extemporary  praises  are 
too.  For  it  is  equally  said,  “  I  will  pray  wiUi 
the  Spirit,  and  1  will  pray  with  the  understand¬ 
ing  also :  I  will  sing  with  the  Spirit,”  &«■.

As  we  have  not  leisure  at  present  to  enter 
more  at  large  upon  the  merits  of  this  valuable

made  by  Junius. 

“  The  above  particulars  were  communica¬ 
ted  to  me  by  Mr.  George  Woodfall,  Printer, 
(son  of  the  orignal  publisher,  Henry  Sampsou 
Woodfall,)  at  the  time  he  presented  this  copy 
to  the  Library  of  the  (late)  Surrey  Institution, 
of  which  I  was  one  of  the  l.ibrarians.  On  the 
dissolution  of  that  Literary  Society,  and  the 
dispersion  of  its  Library  in  March,  1823,  this 
edition  of  Junius  came  into  my  possession.”

Af¬ 
ter  a  devout  prayer,  (writes  a  gentlemen  who 
was  present,)  he  shortly  explained  the  object 
of  his  mission,  which  is  to  implore  the  breth¬ 
ren  in  Europe  to  contribute  to  the  establish- 
:  ment  of  a  theological  seminary  in  North  Amer- 
,  which  should  supply  the  wants  of  the  Lu¬ 
theran  church  ;  for  out  of  a  thousand  congrega¬ 
tions,  at  least,  two  hundred  are  without  pas¬ 
tors,  who  can  only  be  imperfectly  supplied,  or 
not  at  all ;  so  that  they  must  entirely  perish  , 
or,  as  in  some  instances  has  already  occurred, 
be  united  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.
